The court is surrounded with 
a colonnade of fluted pillars, supporting a 
roof of which the tiles still remain; some of 
the rafters are reduced to charcoal. The 
chambers round the court, though small, 
are larger thau those of the houses at Pom- 
peii. ‘The excavations in the Campo Vac- 
cini, at Rome, are proceeding with activity. 
On tue height. of Velia, upon which 3. 
Francesca Romana is situated, has been 
discovered, near the temples of Roma and 
Venus, the foundation of the portico which 
surround those two connected buildings; 
also the pavement, which is formed, as usu- 
al, of the lava, in polygon shape. Between 
the foyntain called Meta Sudante, the basin 
of which is discovered, the Arco di Tito, 
and their foundation, various branches from 
the great sewer have. been dug into, some 
of which are so filled with mudamd {ilth, 
that they have not yet been cleared. One 
which passes from the foundation of the 
temple abovementioned, led through a brick 
passage to a square opening, exactly where 
it meets the Via Sacre. In clearing away 
the rubbish, they came to anvther brick 
passage, termimated by a vault, broad enough 
for a man to pass, but the depth is not yet 
determined; this takes the direction from 
the Palatine towards the arch of Titus. Out 
of these proceeds another built of ‘Tavertin 
blocks, without cement, rather broader, and 
about six feet high, having no vault, but co- 
vered by a projection of flat stones. The 
structure of this sewer, is similar to that 
discovered in 1743, the course of which was 
followed from the Vellabrum to St. Adria- 
no. Ficorini, who decribes it, observes that 
it was built of ‘I'avertin, not of Peperin, 
(the stone used in the rezal period, it 1s wel] 
known, came from Alba orGabii.) Neibuhr 
supposes these to be those sewers which, 
by order of the censors, were, aficr the first 
Punic war, adde:l to that of Cloaca Maxima 
constructed by ‘Tarquin. The cost he com- 
putes at upwards of £200,000. Both these 
sewers pass about ten feet under the an- 
cient pavement, in the direction of the Coli- 
seum; but, on account of the water, the 
clearing of these is greatly impeded.”’

| TRAGICAL DEATH OF A BRITISH OFFICERIN 
CEYLON. 
From the Ceylon Gazette of Jane 2°. 

We announce with very sincere regret the death 
of Major R. Haddock, of his Majesty’s 97th 
Regiment, and Agent of Government for the 
Kaadyan Provinces of the three Korles, who 
was killed by an elephant on the 26th instant. 

The foltowing account of the circuntstances 
attending Major Haddock’s death is taken from 
jthe deposition of Charles Young, a private of 
| the 97th Reciment, who witnessed the melancho- 

ly event:—Yesterday evening Major Haddock, 

Mr. Francis Bayley, and his brother, went out at 

Ruanwell, to sheet a wild elephant that was in 

the jungle near that place. ‘The Gentlemen sta- 
tioned themselves at a distance from each other 
outside the jungle, some Cingalese people going 

inside to drive the animal out. The elephant 
first came out where Mr. F. Bayley was stationed, 
; who fired a shot, and the elephant retreated. 
About a half an hovr afterwards the elephant 
caine out a second time near where Major Had- 
| dock and the deponent were posted. At that 
| time the Messrs. Bayley had joined them, and 
they all fired together at the elephant, who stum- 
bled, but recovered himself, and retired into the 
jungle. The gentlemen then separated, but met 
on the other side of the jungle andloaded. The 
Cingalese people were then again sent in to beat. 
Major Haddock placing the gentlemen in posi- 
tion ata distance from each other. Shortly 
afterwards the elephant came out of the jungle 
exactly where Major Haddock and the deponent 
stood, and so close upon them that the Major 
had scarcely time to level his gun. Having fired, 
the major instantly retired upon the deponent, 
who then fired and turned the elephant. Major 
Haddock then ran round a bush, and the ele- 
phant, unfortunately coming in contact with him 
on the opposite side, seized him with bis trunk 
round the body, threw him on the grouad, and, 
placing his foot upon the Major’s breast, tramp- 
led upon his body. The deponent turned round 
for a double-barrelled gun that was held by a 
Laseoryn, who, however, had disappeared. The 
deponent then went up, took hold of Major Had- 
dock, and pulled him away from under the ele- 
phant; upon which the elephant turned round 
and went off. Major Haddock was nvt then 
quite dead, but apparently drawing his last 
breath; he could not speak. The deponent ran 
for the doctor of the station, but the Majer dicd 
previous to his return. 

Major Haddock was not lcss esteemed for his 
gentlemanlike deportment in society than as 
being a gallant officer and a good soldier. He 
had seen a great deal of service abroad, and, in 
the course ef the Peninsular war, received three 
medals, as honourable testimonials of his distin- 
guished services in the field. His loss will be 
deeply felt by his brother officers, and by those 
who had the pleasure of his acquaintance, but, 
above all, by his affectionate and now disconso- 
late widow, whom, with three infant children, he 
has left behind to mourn-his untimely fate. 


PERSIAN LEGEND. 

In the mountain-pass (on the frontiers of Per- 
sia and Assyria) was shown to us a small na- 
tural cavern, which a lion had made his den, and 
to which he had dragged many an unwary pas- 
eenger as his prey, inspiring such terror as to put 
a stop to all journeying by this route. It hap- 
pened that two young Koords were at this period 
disputing the possession of a Virgin of the Plain, 
whom they both loved; but, as they lived on the 
one side of the pass, and the object of their aflec- 
tions on the other, there was an end put to their 
evening interviews, by the intrusion of this de- 
stroying lion. It was thought t6o bold an enter- 
prise, even fora lover, to force this passage alone; 
but, as the object to be attained by such a step 
was equally dear to both, they for a moment 
threw aside the jealousy of rivals, and exchan- 
ged reciprocal pledges to stand or full together 
in the attempt. ‘Then arming themselves, and 
mounting two of the best horses of the country, 
they vowed, in the presence of their friends, en- 
tire and cheerful submission to the will of fate, 
stated their intention of forcing together this in- 
terrupted pass, and dragging out the lion from 
his den,—being content, if both should escape 
destruction, that the voice of their beloved 
should deeide on their respective claims, and, if 
one only fell a victim, that the other would have 
his dying consent to marry her., They sallied 
forth, amid the appiauses of their comrades, and 
the wish of all that the bravest should have his 
reward; when one of them was torn in pieces by 
the beast, and the other came off triumphant by 
slaying the animal as he feasted on his compa- 
nion’s corpse.— Buckingham's Travels in Assy-

WOMEN OF HINDELOPEN, &c.

The marriages, and ceremonies preceding 
them, are singular in Prussia. When two young 
persons mutually consent to enter into that state, 
their parents are informed of it; and, if they ap, 
prove of it, all the parties meet at a grand din- 
ner, afier which the young couple are formerly 
promised or betrothed to each other. This fre- 
quently happens six or twelve months before the 
marriage, and the cvent is notified by emall 
printed cards announcing it, which are distribu- 
ted by the parents to their acquaintances, or not 
unfrequently by inserting it in the newspapers; 
these notices are repeated at the marriage, and 
at the birth of a child. From henceforth the 
betrothed receive the appellation of bride and 
bridegroom, which they retain only until mar- 
riage.

Smatu Pox.—This malignant disease, the 
small pox, has lately made its + pear in the 
Principality, and is now prevalent at Swansea 
and its neighborhood. A medical gentleman has 
furnished us with an account of fifteen cases 
which have fallen under his observation withia 
the last fortnight; four of which had been pre- 
viously vaccinated, two having a perfect eschar 
or cicatrix, and two wherein the cicatrix is im- 
perfect; the former passed through the disease 
without any alarming symptoms whatever, the 
pustules not exceeding thirty; in the latter cases, 
the febrile symptoms were greater, and the pus- 
tules more numerous, but perfectly distinct. The 
remaining eleven had not been vaccinated, and 
in no instance was the disease so mild; on the 
contrary, three had the confluent—two of which 
had petechid or purples, and one of them dicd.— 
The advantage resulting from vaccination or cow 
pox, must, thercfore, appeur sufficiently evident 
to every observing mind—not that it can posi- 
tively be said it will prevent the disease, but it 
will, indisputably, mitigate its virulence on indi- 
viduals disposed to take the infection. We wish 
to caution parents and others against the usual 
custom of shutting up the rooms, and smothering 
the patient with bed clothes, whilst suffering 
under the disease, and advise the frequent spong- 
ing of the body with vinegar and water in its 
early stage.—Cambdrian.

The shot, 
which had been fired by Garel, had gone com- 
pletel h him: it had entered neaf the 
third false rib, and had pasaed through his liver, 
The wound was mortal. Campet, however, had 
strength enough to throw himself on his assas- 
sin, and a contest ensued, in which Garel per- 
ceived that he was still weaker than his adver- 
‘sary, and therefore endeavoured to disarm him 
by words of pretended repentance, ind protes- 
tations of friendship. ‘1 am, and always have 
been your friend,”” he exclaimed; ‘‘ want alone 
induced me to commit this outrage upon your 
person. I acknowledge thet I have done you 
the greatest wrong, but I am willing to do all that 
you can wish to repair it."" He themembraced 
him, and proposed to conduct him to the neigh- 
bouring village, where he would get his wound 
dressed. The victim, exhausted by the loss of 
bleod which flowed from his wound, assented, 
and threw the kaifé, with which he was armed, 
from him. Supported by his assassin, he went 
towards the farm of la Bouscade, which was not 
above five minutes’ walk from the bridge. After 
proceeding thus some distance, Garel made a 
step behiad, drew a pistol from his pocket, fired 
it, and wounded the unhappy Campet under the 
right ear, carrying away nearly the whole of the 
jaw. Although horribly mutilated by the second 
wound, Campet succeeded in making his cries 
for assistance heard, and several persons came 
to him. ‘The assassin rapidly fled towards the 
farm of Mont Plaisir. Campet succeeded in 
making the persons who came to his help under- 
stand what had happened, and died while they 
were conveying him to a neighbouring farm.— 
Gare! was arrested, a few days afterwards, on 
the frontiers of Spain, into which country he 
was endeavouring toescape. In his defence, he 
admitted that he had fired, which had wounded 
Campet, but that he had been provoked to it by 
the conduct of the latter, and that he had oaly 
done so in his own defence.

Nine- 
ty ears will, on an average, plant an acro; forty- 
five half an acre; twenty-two a quarter of an 
acre. The first I shall sell for thirty-two shil- 
lings; the second for sixteen, and the third for 
eight. When Mr. Tollet, at Bettley, near New- 
castle-under-Line, in Staffordshire, introduced 
the winter bean, he sold his first crop at two 
shillings the quart. It requires three bushels of 
these beans to plant an acre; so that Mr. Tollet 
sold his seed, at nine pounds twelve shillings for 
seed sufficient to plant an acre. Mr. Tollet was 
and is a Magistrate of the county, a considera- 
ble land owner, and one who must necessarily 
profit largely from every means made use of to 
add to the general produce of the soil. It is 
hardly necessary for me to say, that while I by 
he Means envy Mr. Tollet, or deem him to have 
made unjustifiable profit, I have full as great a 
right, moral as well as legal, to derive profit 
from being the inventor or introducer of some- 
thing, an infinite number of millions of times, 
better than any bean that ever was grown; be- 
cause these things are good for nothing but for 
horses; and because, unless the nation should be 
smitten with universal insanity, they never will 
be used for horses again after about five years 
from this day, of which you will be convinced 
when you have read my book.

millions on loan to persons engaged in 
commerce. Of the eight banks in New 
York whose charters will soonest expire, 
the capital is said to be 10 millions, and the 
loans 15. A table is added, showing the 
condition of 22 of the banks applying for a 
renewel of the charters. It appears that 
their Jiabilities amount to $26,576,013, and 
their means of meeting these liabilities to 
$27,828,315, leaving a surplus of $1,249- 
302.”

The delightful entertainment of last evening 
drew a good house, and was highly relished by 
the audience.
